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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the 
generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because 
they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

I. Method of illuminating, wherein the spatial light modulators are mutually 
different spatial light modulators. 

II. Method of illuminating, wherein the illumination is performed during a 
relative movement between the at least two illumination points and the at least 
one spatial light modulator. 

III. Method of illuminating, wherein the spatial light modulator form a 
mask pattern. 



IV. Method of illuminating, wherein a predefined amount of energy 
transmitted to the at least two illumination points are established on the basis of 
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distribution of light intensity in both columns and rows of the spatial light 
modulators.
